Allowable Subject Matter 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
A scanner comprising: 

an image capture module having at least a lens and a sensors array for capturing light 
after scanning an object; 

a plurality of light sources comprising visible light source and an infrared light source; 

a first translation module connected with said lens and said sensors array of said image 
capture module, and said first translation module for changing a first location of said lens and a 
second location of a power module connected with said first translation module and said light 
sources for supporting energy to said first translation module and said light sources; 

a second translation module connected with said light sources and said image capture 
module, and said second translation driven by said power module; 

a control module connected to said power module and said image capture module; and 

a loading platform module having a platform and therein all said modules and said light 
sources placed. 

The features identified, in combination with other claim limitations, are neither suggested 
nor discussed by the prior art of record.
